Tue LEGISLATIVE ACTION UPON THE 
PENITENTIARY ContTracT.—As_ stated 
in our issue yesterday morning, the 
Legislative Committee appointed to 


negotiate with the Messrs. Coleman 
Brothers for a surrender of their contract 
for the stone and brick work of the 
Penitertiary, submitted a report of tLeir 
action Friday night, which was adopted 
by both Houses, the two Houses subse- 
queatly agreeing to pay the Messrs. 
Coleman the sum of $35000. The 
following is a report of the Committee : 

“Atter a thorough investigation of 
the matter they ascertained that under 
the ex sting contract thestone and brick 
work of the Penitentiary would eosi the 
State about the sum ct four hundred 


faud twenty-five thousand dollars; that 


the net profits to the contractors would 
amount to about the sum of one han- 
dred and sixty thousand dollars ; and 
that the State could do the work em- 
braced in the contract at a saving of 
about two hundred theusand dobars ; 
and that by  substituumg brick 
tor stone, the State Can suave about thiee 
pundred thousand dollars, by having 
the work dove with convict labor, We 
are assured by the best mechamecs that 
a building constructed of brick, above 
the vround jime, een be made cqualiy as 
secure and durabic, and by the phys.

SAXE’S LECTURE. 

We have already announced that the 
distinguished poet, John G, Saxe, has 
consented to deliver a lecture in Raleigh, 
on the 24th inst., on the subject ot 
Love. 

This will not be Mr. Saxe’s first visit 
to this State. A short time before the 
war, at the solicitation of the Philan- 
thropic and Dialectic Societies of the 
University of North Carolina, he de- 
livered a lecture at Chapel Hill, which 
was well received and highly enjoyed 
by his audience. 


Mr. Saxe isa popular lecturer as wel] 


as an eminent poet, and we trust that 
the people of Raleigh will show their 
appreciation of true literary merit and 
genius by giving him a crowded houee. 
In the treatment of the interesting sub 
ject of “Love,” he does not confine him- 
self to the narrow limits of sentimen- 
tality, but enters on a broader field, and 


makes happy hits on the “divine feel- 


ing” in ail its various phases. 


Saxe’s poems have obtained a wide 
popularity, and for humor and bon mots 
are considered equal, if not superior, to 


those of any American author. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 
This body will adjourn to-morrow. 


We will give in a few days a resume ol 
the work of the whole session, and then 


the public can judge how far to praise 


and how far to condemn the action ol 
its chosen Representatives. 


On the whole, we believe the Legis- 


lature has come up to the full measure 
of its duty on public affairs, and that 
its course will be generally approved by 
reasonable and fair-minded men. 

The matters of most vital importance 
of the State except the arrangement of 
the State debt, have been considered ; 
and asthe amendment to the Constitu- 
tion in regard to the debt was passed, 
and will be submitted for ratification 


to the people, along with the cther 


Amendments, the Legislature couciuded 
to postpone taking any steps to settle 
the State's indebtedness until next 
Winter. 

The majority of the Conservatives in 
both Houses have acquitted themselves 
with credit and honor, and have labor- 
ed with unremitting zeai and fidelity in 
the discharge of their duties. 

Some of the new members have made 
for themselves enviable reputations co- 
extensive with the limits of the State. 
Others who have not taken a lead in 
shaping legislation have been noted for 
constant attention to their labors, and a 
quiet but faithful performance of the 
work committed to their hands. 


TOM SCOTT’S DEFEAT IN NEW 
JERSEY. 


On Friday last, we published an edi- 
turial from the New York Tribune, 
giving an account of Tom Scott’s grasp- 
ing operations iv Virginia. The tol- 
lowing extracts ure taken from the New 
York Herald's editorial concerning the 
defeat of the great Railroad King in 
New Jersey. 

The RaLeicH News, from its first 
issuc to the present date, has constantly 
warned the people of North Carolina 
against the schemee of Railroad monop- 
olists. We have time and again, 
lished editorials, communications and 
extracts from our exchanges, North and 
South, concerning the dangerous power 
of foreign corporations, and especially 
the Pennsylvania Central Railroad. 

No reader of the News can believe 
that our sympathies, eftorts or influence 
have ever been given tc advance any 
scheme of the Pennsylvania Central, 


Southern Security Company or any ot 


their allies and friends, in their varioug 
Railroad enterprises, On the other 
hand, we have consistently, faithfully, 
and with all the ability we could com- 


mand opposed the encroachments of 


these foreign companies, as our columns 
willshow. Therefure, we can afturd to 
treat with indignant contempt any in- 
sinuation that the News is in the Tom 
Scott Ring, as not only being without 
a shadow of foundation in fact, but as 
a silly, bare-faced, inexcusable fabrica. 
tion, waich is triumphantly refuted day 
ufter day, by the editorials and selected 
articles in our paper. But to the ex- 
tract from the Herald : 


Tom Scott’s DEFEAT IN JERsEY— 
Down WITH MoNopPoLies.— Great men 
are liable to mistakes as well as the 
humble, unpretending day laborer. — 
Does any one cayvil at the axiom? The 
King can do no wrong, but he may 
suffer defeat, even though he be hedged 
round with divinity. When the stu- 


dent of history looks fur a manifesta- 


tion of that divinity in any age what- 
ever he is befogged. We are no better 
off in this respect than our ancestors.— 
Nobody appreciates the force ot this 
philosopby to-day more than the great 
and hicherto invincible railroad King, 
Tom Scott. His dominions extend 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Like 
the lion that challenged the echo in the 
fable, he has stood upon an eminen:e 
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more commanding than the lofty sum- 
mits of the Alleghanics or the Rocky 
Mountains, and dared rivalry. He con. 
quered without stooping. A wave of 
bis hand or a movement of his shaggy 
locks was more efficacious in securing 
obedience to his mighty will than the 
tinkle of a certain tamous little bell 
within the past decade. 

How the mighty are fallen! What a/| 
change within a few brief monhs! A 
monarch may, indeed, suffer defeat, but 
the mistake which engenders it 18 more 
galling than the defeat. King Scott 
holds dominion over yast territories, 
where his command is absolute. His 
ruling passion is annexation, as his am- | 
bition is to subject the whole railroad 
systems of the country to bis way. It 
is but two years since, like Bismarck 
with Alsace, he set covetous eyes On & 
little province called Jersey, and he 
unceremoniously—tor there were forms | 
ot law observed —annexed it to his 
dominions. He took the railroads as a 
boy would his play-things into his hand, 
and after gloating, over his prize quietly 
slipped them into his pocket and 
marched back to Pennsylvania. From 
that day poor little Jersey has been an 
apanage of the Keystone State; @ pro 
vince twice conquered, for Camden and 
Amboy ruled over it for more than a 
quarter of acentury. It was a change 


the other. But now, to make the 
parallel complete, Jersey has proved an 
Alsace to the conqueror. The mutter- 
ings of disaffection are deep, and the 
resolve for emancipation cannot be 
crushed out. 

Tbat is the case in a nutshell. The 
people have grown weary of monopolies, 
ior the long-standing one aliuded to had 
become nvtorious for its defiance o! 
public opinion, its disregard of the 
1ights of the people, its flagrant corrup- 
tion and its demoralizing practices In 
the halls of legislation. To secure both 
branches of the Legislature in the in- 
terest of Camden and Amboy was a 
matter of little difficulty. Aod here is 
just where Tom Scott made the mistake 
which must prove most detrimental to 
iis prestige. The work of de 
bauching the Legislature at the 
present session is a tuilure. The lobby- 
ist’s occupation is gone, tor a few wecks 
at least. 

The memorable contest on Monday 


carried on between the friends of the 
monopoly and the representatives of the 
peopte on the floor of the House, but it 
was ip reality a deadly struggle bef ween 
the masses represen:ed in the galleries 
and the recreant representatives on the 
floor, The menacing attitude of that 
audience ccntaining hundreds of ladies, 
could nat sately be disregarded, and 
three weak-kneed members, cowering 
before the storm, conlessed their sins 
just in time to prevent their enrolment 
in * The Black List,” which is to be 
widely circulated throughout the State. 

Well might the railroad monarch ex- 
claim at that moment, as he witnessed 
the wholesale and unexpected desertion 
of his troops, ““A horse! a horse! my 
kingdom for a horse.” But no horse 
was at hand, ard the bill,which declares 
that the people have rights which even 
railroad kings are bouad to respect, was 
passed by the handsome vote of torty- 
one to eighteen, 


RE:CINDING THE PENITENTIAs 
RY CONTRACT. 


The Special Committee appointed by 
the Legislature to investigate the cuon- 
tract with the Messrs. Coleman of Cin 
clonati, reported through their Chair- 
man Senator Waring, of Mecklenburg, 
a joint resolution, which was adopted 
by both Houses on Friday evering. The 
resolution in effect rescinds the contract 
made by the former Commissioners of 
the Penitentiary with t!e Mcasrs. Cole- 
man, and a bill has been passed, requir 
ing the work to be finished by convict 
labor. 

The resolution binds the State to pay 
the contractors thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars, in consideration of their relinquish- 
ing the contract. 

It is estimated by the gentlemen who 
investigated the matter that this ar- 
rangement will saye the State of North 
Carolina the sum of about two hundred 
thousand dollars. The Messrs. Cole 
maa admitted by their own calculations 
that their profits from the contract 
would have amounted tu one hundred 
and fifty-seven thousand dollars—and 
when the Committee urged a compro- 
misegwith the view of rescinding the 
contract, they agreed to wit, one-half 
of their estimated profits, to net eighty- 
seven thousand dollars. The Commit- 
tee fixed their figures at thirty five 
thousand dollars, and this sum was 
finally agreed to by the contractors. 

The Conservative party of North Car- 
olina cannot be held in any sense res- 
ponsible for the Penitentiary contract. 
It was made and entered into by the 
Radical Commissioners, consisted of 
Messrs. Aifred Dockery, John R. Harri- 


son, George W. Welker, A. 8. Lougee 
and Alfred Howe, colored, appointed 
under the act of the Radical Legisla- 
ture of 1868. 


A black-mailer was brought to signal 
grief by a courageous lady of this city, 
the other day. He had written her a 
letter threatening to expose her to pub- 
lic abhorrence, which !etter she showed 
to the police. At their advice, she ap. 
pointed an iuterview with the black- 
mailer, paid him the price demanded as 
the condition of suppressing his men- 
dacious slander, and then quietly gave 
him in charge to an officer who was in 
waiting forhim. The bold and vigorous 
conduct of aclergyman upon whom a 
woman attempted to levy black-mail: 
last summer. had the effect of seriously 
lnjuring the business of trading on the 
fears of nervous people. The recent 
attempt, which was so neatly frustrated, 
is the first of the kind which has lately 
been heard of. We may now expect 
another lull in the business of black- 
mailing; and if, whenever a similar 
attempt is made, a like courage is dis- 
played, the black-mailer will find his 
occupation wholly gone.—New York 
Times.
